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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-29, 31-38 and 40, in the 
reply filed on 1/8/09 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 18,19, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 18, "said cam mechanism" lacks antecedent basis. 
In claim 35, "the common support" lacks antecedent basis. 
In claim 36, "the rectilinear guide means" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 4-9, 20-26, 28, 29, 31 , 33, 37 and 40 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Savage et al. (5,885,553). 

Savage et al. disclose, in figs. 1-3, 5C and 6-8, a System for dispensing at least 
one liquid substance, comprising: at least one bag 302, 304 filled with a substance 
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which is to be dispensed, a dispensing device comprising a housing having a space for 
accommodating the bag,-the bag has comprising a first connector element 402; -the 
dispensing device has comprising a second connector element 108 connectable to the 
first connector element allowing discharge of said substance from the bag, the 
dispensing device further comprising retaining means 446-for retaining the first 
connector element of each bag in a defined pre-connection position prior to 
interconnecting the first and second connector elements ; the first and second 
connector elements being displaceable relative to each other between a connected 
position and a disconnected position, and-the dispensing device comprising actuator 
means 120 associated with the first or second connector elements for displacing the 
first and second connector elements relative to each other between the connected and 
unconnected position; a carrier member 104; the first connector element and the base 
element interconnected by a snap means (see figs. 4); and closing means (see fig. 5 C). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3, 10-17, 27, 32, 34 and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
